Seat of justice of La Salle county, Ill. 
To the editor of the Peoria North-Western Gazetteer: 
“Sim: I discover by your paper of the 16th ult 
that you have fallen into an error in relation to 
the population of this town, and.deem it proper 
that you should be informed thereof, that you 
may, as 1 doubt not you will, take the earliest 
opportunity to correct it.* Instead of containing 
a population of only 400, Ottawa numbers not 
far from a thousand inhabitants ; certainly more 
than double the number you state. Having made 
this correction, I shall be permitted, I trust, to 
make a few remarks in relation to the early set- 
tlement, substantial improvement, and natural ad- 
vantages of this place. 
History. 

La Salle county was organized, and Qttawa 
made the seat of justice, in March, 1831. ‘The 
first circuit court convened onthe 29th of April, 
of the same year, judge Young (present senator 
in congress) presiding, Joseph Cloud, Esq. clerk. 
‘Phere being no business, the court adjourned 

The first white inhabitant was Robert Beres- 
ford, who settled here about twelve years ago. 
Dr. Walker, and his brother Jesse Walker, soon 
faliowed his example. Wilburn and Geo. Wal- 
Ker, sons of Dr. Walker, erected the first frame 
building, which they did or the south side of the 
Illinois river and near its bank, in which they 
subsequently traded. During the same year, 
Charles Jack, a Scotchman, constructed the se- 
cond frame building (on the north side), in which 
Abner Young resided in '32, during the whole 
of the Indian “fuss.” Early in the spring of '33, 
(the Indian disturbances ended,) Anthony Pitzer 
built the third frame house; and in the course of 
the same year two others were erected by W. F. 
Walker, making in all, at the close of that year, 
five. From that period there was a gradual in- 
crease, and in 1833, when the last census was ta- 

“ken, the number of inhabitants was aboyt 200, 
and the number of frame buildings not fag from 
twenty-five.

To the honorable William Kenney, president of the 
board of public works of the:siate of Mlinois : 

The undersigned, commissioner of the 5th 
jndicial cirenit, has the honor to report the fol- 
lowing progress of the public works within the 
said district, 

The suryey of the Peoria and Warsaw rail- 
road was cofamenced about the midille of Jun 
under the direction of Mr. John W. Ingersoll, 
Considerable difficulty was found in the location 
of this road from Peoria to Canton, and also at 
the crossing of Spoon river and Crooked ereek. 
Between the two first named points two routes 
were carefully surveyed, and estimates inade of 
the expense of the road on each, The country 
along the whole line has been carefully exam- 
ined, and where a preference for a particular 
ronte was not obvious, approximation lines have 
been run on all that appeared plausible. The 
whole route is believed to be quite as favorable 
vas anticipated, and the expense will proba- 
bly not much exceed the appropriation of the le- 
gislature for the object. ‘The survey has been 
conducted with much skill and assiduity by Mr 
Ingersoll and his party. His report, annexed 
to that of James Seymour, Esq. principal engi- 
neev of the northern district, is before the board 
of public works. It is believed that a number 
of miles of this road should be put under con- 
tract, so that the work may be commenced early 
next spring, 

That part of the Northern Cross rail-road in: 
cluded in this cireni een surveyed. The 
report of Mr. H. P. Woodworth, the engineor 
having charge of this survey, is before the board 

As this survey was not commenced until some 
time in September, th hus not been time for 
the engineers to furnish a detailed report of the 
same. ‘This, with the necessary maps, profiles 
and estimates, will be made daring the present 
winter, and itis the opinion of the undersigned 
that a portion of this part of the work should be 
phiced under contract as soon as practicable

STONINGTON CITY, ILLINOIS. 
This is the name of a town laid out more than 
0 by the agents of the N. Stonington 
Jonn. It lies in Sangamon county, 28 
miles south of west from Springfield, the capital 
, on the state rond running from 
ngtield to Shelbyville, Paradise, Coles court 
‘Lerve Haute, &e. Several of the fami- 
lies of the colony have been for some time on 
the spot; the yemainder go on carly in the 
spring. ‘They have made much improvement— 
have erected a large and convenient hotel and 
stage house—a chu has been formed, where 
religious worship is maintained—the legislature 
have given them a charter for a college—while 
generally a spirit of enterprise is manilested pe- 
culiae to eastern habits of industry. 

Stonington city is truly a-beautiful place. It 
has the advantages of a good climate, quite a 
populous und intelligent neighborhood, good 
prairie, with a large supply of first rate timber, 
stretching along the banks ofthe northern branch 
of the Sangamon river, called Mowawqua creek, 
which ryns throngh the colony lands. Its: east- 
ern bauindary is the 3d principal meridian, on 
which js to run the famous state rail-rond from 
Peru tg the junetion of the Mississippi and Ohio 
rivers, Stoningtan is situated on a mound of 
more than a mile's easy decept on the south, ex- 
tending more than 20. miles on its western aud 
eastern ranges, commanding as fine a prospect 
as the human eye need to lool down upon. In

Wesley city was surveyed in October, 1836, 
since which there has been erected one of the 
best steain saw mills in the state, with two frames 
of saws, Which has now been in successful op- 
peration for nearly one year: there has also been 
erected since last spring about forty buildings of 
diftereat descriptions,—dwellings,  storchonses, 
shops, and warehouses,—and many more are un- 
der contract, ‘There is also a steam grist mill 
under ¢ontract. 

There might be many additional advantages 
pointed out in reference to the eligibility of this 
place; but the fact of its being so well known, 
antlits merits being so universally appreciated, 
reader it unnecessary. It must theretore suflice 
to say, that it is surronnded with such an im- 
mense body of the finest timber, with such a 
quantity atliene end building stone, and inexhnus- 
Uble mines of stone coal ia its immediate v > 
ty, that it combines as many if not more advanta-

COMMMRCH OF GALENA. 

The total number of arrivals and deparures of 
steam at this port, for the year 1837, has 
been seven hundred and sixteen. Of this num- 
ber one hundred and ninety-seven have been ar- 
tivals from St. Louis and ports, on the Ohio ri- 
yer, and one hundred and sixty-one, from ports 
on the Wisconsin and Mississippi above Galena 
part of the season (rade was not so 
and in consequence there were fewer ar- 
tivals of boats than later in the season. There 
has been twenty-pine boats engaged in the trade, 
of the following names, viz: Palmyra, Dubuque, 
Pavillion, Adventure, Emerald, Gipsy, Missouri 
Fulton, Euyoy, Wyoming, Olive Branch, S 
ence, Aricl, Cayalier, Heroine, Galenian, Smel- 
ter, Lady Marshall, Lrene, Alps, Huntress, Rolla, 
Caledonia, Burlington, North Stur, Bee, Wis- 
p, Rover, Chariton, Cygnet, The first ar- 
rival was the Palmyra, March 28th; and the 
last was the Wisconsin, Dee: 4th. 

There has been hut a very few accidents on 


the river this season, in comparison with the

GROWTH OF TITE WESTERN STATES. 

The president, in his annual message to con- 
gress, estimates the increase of population in the 
western territories and states, from 18Q0 to 1830, 
at tio millions too hundred and forty thousand 
souls; constituting, in 1830, about one fifth of the 
whole people of the United States, ‘The increase 
for the last seven years, he says, is not exactly 
known, but that the whole may be safely estima- 
ted at over three and a halfmillions of souls, com- 
posing nine states, the representatives of which 
constitute above one third of the state senators and 
over one sixth of the house of- representatives of 
the United States. 

We copy the foregoing from an eastern paper. 
The passige referred to attracted our ajfention 
on reading the message of the president, and it 
our design to have noticed it before. The 
sident’s estimates of the population of the west- 
ern istoo low. We presume the nine states 
alluded to, are Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, 
Missouri, Kentucky, 'Lennessee, Mississippi aud 
nsas. ‘Lhe following is a moderate esti- 
mate of the population of these states respectively 
at this tine; 


Ohio, 1,400,000 Arkansas, — 100,000 
Todiana, 900,000 800,000 
Illinois 50,000 950,000 
Missouri, 400,000 400,000 
Michigan, — 250,000 5,850,000 


We estimate the total population of the states 
epumerated at 5,850,000. This is thought to be 
alow estimate bya number of intelligent citizens 
here, particularly as it regards Ohio and Indiana. 
An intelligent gentleman of our acquaintance, in 
this vity, estimates the papulatjon of Ohio at a 
million and a hajf, and that ef Indiana at a mil- 
lion, which if correct would give these nine wes- 
fern states a population of six millions, presum- 
ing the other estimates tq be correct, and leaving: 
ont of view the territory of Wisconsin, which has 
already a population nearly sufficient to entitle 
her to un-admission into the Union, The im- 
west in resources, population and 
influence, moral and political, is not appreciated 
in the east as yet It will be felt and acknow- 
ledged about Anno Domini 1842, when we shall 
have about eight million of inbabitants, and the 
preponderance in the national legislature. —Cin-

Did I pledge,mysell to the support of the sub-treasuy 
scheme} ,Certainly not; for every friend of the ad. 
ministration, as J have shown in my late circular, with 
one exception, repudiated this measure in 1835; and 
I but maintain the same position now that I occupied 
then. The fault is not that I haye changed my ground, 
but that T have refused to change, and support a mea- 
sure which received the unqualified condemnation of 
Gen. Jackson during his administration, and which 
was pronounced op all hands, as revolutionary and 
disorganizing, and tending more than any thing that 
had ever been proposed, to consolidation. ‘Phere 
needls,but the union of the moneyed power of this gov- 
ernment with the power of the executive, already too 
overgrown by reason of the immense patronage ale 
tached to the office, to render the pregident more po- 
tent than any sovereign of Eyrope; and it is strange, 
passing strange, shat those watchful guardians of the 
people's rights, who can discover so much danger in 
a bank of the United States, are unable to pereive the 
slightest canse of alarm jn making the executive the 
great nation! banker, and thus uniting, in theit own 
phrase, “the aristocracy of wealth” with the patronage 
{the governinent, “against the democracy of num 
“Of so fearful a najure do } regard the wniou of 
the pusse with the governtgent, that J would suffer mar- 
tyrdom sooner than lend it the least support. 
‘The legislature may instruct me to do so, and I will 
with pleasure resign my seat to make place for one 
more obedient to executive authority, and more wi 
ling to sacrifice his coyatry in his blind zeal and bi- 
goted devotion to party,-but I will never, never abate 
One® jot or tiitle Zin my opposition toa scheme fraught 
with’so much danger to the liberties of the people. 
Tcannot believe that my constituents at the time they. 
clevated me to my present station, regarded me asa 
mere machine, to be propelled or acted upon only by 
the will of the executive: or that they expected me to 
support every measure that might be recommended by 
that officer, whether my judgment approved {t or not. 
If they did, they have grossly mistaken my character: 
for L would scorn to. purchase their favor by such vile 


subserviency, or hold office thy tenure so disgracefal. 


Whenever the represensatives of the people are re- 
quired to yield implicit obedience to executive recom- 
mendations, then the congress is a useless and unne- 


cessaty appendage of government, and the presigent 
alone becomes the law making ‘power. To public 


opinion, when properly. expressed, I shall always yield 
due deference and iroplicit submission: but [ have loo 
auch respect for the intelligence and virtue of the 
people to regard the acts of the Peoria convention as 
emanations of popular sentiment. 1 think 1 have shown. 
that in yoting against the sub-treasury scheme I have 
violated no pledge—and had the convention specified 
the particular instance in which I had done so, it 
would have saved me the trouble of preparing this 
fense of my votes. 
Did [ violate any pledge given if voting against the 
issue of treasury notes? Certainly not: for no one a 

prehended that the government would be driven to the 
hecessily of resoriing to that measure—a measure 
which Gen. Jackson, in one of his letters to the Globe, 
declared to be unconstitutional. Did I viclate any 
given pledge in voting against the postponement of the 
payment of the fourth instalment due the states under 
the deposit act? It cannot be pretended, for a recourse 
fo ths, like the last mentioned measure, was never an- 
ticipated. ‘The truth js I baxe violated no pledge ; and 
L appeal from the decision of a packed and corrupt con- 
Yention, ang throw myself upon the country at large 
fc But this august body of men, after having 


for a trial. 
arged me with a violation of pledges given, respect- 
‘ally request me to resign my seat. I know of no bet 
ter method than to treat this request with silent and s 
ereign contempt. I will now close this communication. 
by noticing one other act of (he convention, embraced 
id the following resolution : 
“Resolved, That in the opinion of this convention, 
the recent appointment of H. B. ‘Truett (o the office of 
register of the land office at Galena, was not in ac~ 
cordance with the wishes and feclings of the demo- 
cratie pariy in this district, and that his standing is 
such aS to reqitire of ys a recommendation lo the pre- 
et for his immediate removal.” 
‘The president is here required to remoye from office 
aman Who has scarcely entered upon the discharge 
of bis official duyies ; and against whom not the slighf- 
est complaint has been alleged. 

Tris not pretended thas hie is nox honest-that he is 
not competent—that he is uot, in point of standing at 
least, the equal of any of the respectable delegates of 
the convention, nor is it asserted’ positively that he is 
not acceptable to a majority of the great body pf the 
people. Nor can it be pretended that he is at all defi- 
cieut in that indispensable requisite and wpiversa} 
passport to executive favor—devotion to the adminis: 
tration, For he bas been aud still isa Warm supporter 
of Gen. Jackson, as well as of Mr. Wan Buren, But 
the ive loaves and two small fishes are desired by 
certain followers of the camp, whose impatience and 
ravenous desire to feed at the public expense, canvot 
longer be restrained. I have always supposed that the 
people felt no other interest in having un office filled 
than the incumbent should discharge ils duties with 
fidelity to the government and acceplable to themselves, 
and when Mr: Truett ceases (o do one or the other, it 

then be time to take the necessary steps to effect 
his removal. ‘This resolution, more than any thing 
else, discloses the feelings and’ objects the convention 
really had in view. Under the cloak of patriotism, 
and of assembling (o deliberate upon matters of publi¢ 
concern, they are found venting their impotent malice 
against an individual whose only offense is that he 
has obtained, under the goveroment, an employment 
which was sought after by some of themselves; and it 
the people can Warrant this assumption of power, Lam, 
much inistaken. In reflecting upon thy polit 
gourse, Which has called down upon me the bitter di 
nuneiations of some of the newspapers pretending to 
be democratic, it is a source of no small consolaiion to 
remember that my stond was taken against’ the sub- 
treasury ata time when there existed a doubifidl state 
of public sentiment—when it was not known that there 
would be Such a universal, such an overwhelming, 
sinultapeons rising of the ‘people against it, From 
Maine to Mississippi, their voice bas goue forth, rip; 
ing the death knell of this daring experiment, and yet 
itis agaip pressed upon the consideration of congress. 
Upon the course that the president has thought proper 
to pursue, L make no comment, and submit the matter 
to the unbiased jodgment of the people themselves, 
who alone are, and wught to be, the supreme arbiters 
in all matters of public goncern.

Among other facts, one,-perhaps less gen- 
erally known, respects the foreign origin of 
the hemlock, yvhich qwas first cultivated in 
this country by the late Dr, /Eneas Munson, 
the father of botany in Connecticut, for me- 
dical use. “Tt was raised from seed obtain- 
ed in a letter from baron Stoerle of Vienna.” 
It is now very common in the forests’ of 
New England. 3 

The professor well establishes the fact that 
the country and climate of its origin: is not 
always the most propitious to the growth of 
a plant or tree. The peach is found to ar- 
rive at greater perfection in America than in 
Persia, its original locality, ‘The maize or 
Indian corn, indigenous to America, is cul- 
tivated with at least equal success in some 
ts of Mngland, if we may trust to the 
testimony of Cobbett, who says he proved it 
by experiment. Ireland produces potatoes 
superior to those raised in any part of the 
world; but the potato denominated Irish was 
first found in America, 

A series of experiments with the sceds of 
flowers and fruits, by professor Van Mons, of 
Brussels, resulted in the following important 
discoveries: “So long as plants remain in 
their natural situation, they do not change, 
aud their seeds always produce the sam 
but by changing their climate or territory, 
they commence varying from their natural 
state,\and never return to it, but are remov- 
edt still further by every successive gi 
tion. \It is not as much the eflect of climate 
as of cultivation, In a state of nature, seeds 
do not improve or degenerate ; but he re- 
marks that the seeds of old trees produce 


ener 


than seeds from a young tree: Hence he 
recommends to plant the first seeds of a new 
| variety, whether fruit tree oy flower, if it is 
intended to improve the variety, Another 
important fact for the cultivator of fruit is 
this; that the seeds of the fruit of young 
seedlings will produce trees which’ will bear 
fruit much earlier than the trees obtained by 
planting the seeds of old trees. The im- 
provement in the quality of the fruit is at the 
expense of the life of the tree. ‘Those trees 
{| Which produce the most delicate fruit are 
-| short-lived.” “ From repeated propagation 
of delicate and diseased trees, the life of the 
peach was reduced to two or three years in 
and around New-Haven, the City of Gar- 
dens. In the eastern part of the county the 
‘same kind of peaches grow as existed filly 
years since. No delicate varieties have been 
cultivated, and no disease has appeared a- 
mong them.” 

Dr. Dwight tanght that “the proper time to 
pruiie fruit trees is in June, when the plant 
is in the most rapid growth ; and the reason 
is that the wound will heal most readily at 
that season.” 

‘As the cultivation of orchards and gardens 
is in its infaney in this portion of our Mili-

By the documents accompanying this com- 
munication, it will be perceived that the steam: 
boatCaroline, owned by one of or citizens, while 
lying at Schlosser, on the Niagara river, within 
the limits of this state, on the night of the 29th 
Deg, last, was forcibly seized by a party of 70 or 
80 armed men in boats which came from and re- 
turned to the Canada shore. 

‘Phe crew and other persons in this steam-boat 
amounting to thirty-three, were suddenly attack- | 
ed at midnight, after they had retired to repose, 
and probably more than one third of them. wan- 
(only massacred, ‘Phe boat was detached from 
the wharfto which it had been secured, set on 
fire, tlen into the middle of the river, and by the 
force of the current carried over the Niagara 
falls, Twelve of the persons whg were on board 
of it were missing, and there js gropnd to fear 
that they were killed by the invaders-in’their at- 
tack upon it or perished in its descent over the ca- 
taract,. Ofthose who escaped from the boat, one 
was Killed on the wharf, and several others were 
wounded. 

Tam warranted in assuring you that the au- 
thorities not only in this state, but of the United 
States, have felUan anXious solicitude to maintain 
the relations of peace and strict neutrality ‘With 
the British provinces of Upper and Lower Can- 
ada, at all times since the commencement of the 
civil disturbances therein, and have in all respects 
done what was incumbent upon them to do, to 
sustain these relations, The occurrence to which 
I have alluded, is an ontvage that has not been 
provoked by an act done or duty neglected, by | 
the government of this state or the union, If it 
should appear that this boat was intended to be 
used for the purpose of keeping up an intercourse 
between this state and Navy Island, which is now 
held by an assemblage of persons in defiance of 
the Canadian government, this circumstance 
would furnish no justification for the hostile inva- 
n of onr territory and the destrvetion of the | 
s of our citizens.
